In every case, and under all 
circumatancea, we protest against rates 
being fixed for the iiresa by uiilaido [lar- 
ties. It is unbn.sinuh.slikr, and wuuld nut 
bo toleratud by the meinbera of any other 
profession. W e are surprised at the want 
of inde[)enduiice and spirit shown by our 
contemporaries.

From Victoria to .-ilberui. 

The first object of interest on leaving 
N'ictoria harbor ia .-Mburt Head, the site 
of the future quarantine station for this 
province. On tho west side of the point 
stands the picturesque cottage owned by 
Mr. Duke bounded north and south by 
crops of grain and grass, and on the west 
by an oxcellont orchard of 300 bearing 
fruit trees-. Frnni thence you steam to 
Race Rocks and [lass the clmniud used by 
the Indiana between Benson's Island and 
tho mainland. 

On rounding the point the well im 
proved farm of Mr. Parker conies in view 
with its neat white barn, house and signs 
of plenty within. Three or four miles 
beyond Heecliy Hay is reached at mie tiino 
famous for its copper mine, since abaiul- 
oiied. Soi.ko harbor next ccunes in view 
while, perched on rising ground at its east 
entrance is situated the once bacludor 
home of Mr. Young, and further up can . 
bo seen Sandy Hill's romantic dwelling. 
On passing the point the residence of 1 
Mr. Muir can bo aeon with ita full com- I 
plemoiit of outbnildini>a ataiidiiig in bold I 
relief towards the straits. .V few miles 
further westward you reach the resnlenco j 
aiiel farm of Mr. Tugwell, the fiiiieius 
aoed and bark merchant, sloping gently to . 
wards the sun. About eight miles further 
tho river -Jordan empties into the yawn- 1 
ing straits and is lost for ever. The coast 
llioii continues westward in an nnlir.dcen 
line, its deep green foliage being inter- 
riiptod here and there by white aaiubstiuie 
clid'a and small waterfalls of great beauty. ' 
.Soinboro river is seen 011 rounding the , 
point, and a little further on the snug lit- I 
tie harbor, Providence Cove, which is | 
lightly naniod,aiid has on many occasions 
been providential to small crafts which 
have sought shelter in its \' like eiibrace. 

Beyond I Ilia lies 1 he harbor of .San .1 uaii, 
if so it may be called, fur were it not for I 
Cooper's Inlet at its head it would afford ; 
but little shelter to a southwest gale. The 
ranclieria may be seen at ita head as well 
as the iiioiinlain gorge through which the 
river J iirdaii finds ita way to the sea East 
of SanJiiiMi harbor oil the tableland, anel 
Detween the straits and coast line, there 
is an excoiieni strij) m' laiui siiitubio for 
settlement with easy approach from the ■ 
harbor, There is alao other good land in ! 
tho vicinity, but aa it ia not observable ' 
from the steamer's busy desk it ia uaeleas , 
to excito vain curi .sity. 

.\iiotlier bold shore line ia now encount- 
ered to Bonilla Point, and truiii thence 
tho mountaina recede from the shore line 
and disclose the location of a large take 
hemmed in by the upheaval of nature's 
wrath. The next indentation of the coast 
betrays the presence of Nitinat river and 
tho pass leading through the gorge to the 
lake. Tho country becomes very lugged 
from thia point and Beoiiis to defy the 
work of man in piercing its jumbled 
heights which seem to glory in the fact 
that Victoria ia isolated frotn the level 
and rolling country beyond Pachona Bay. 

Paaaing this forbidding chaos wo reach 
Pachona Bay, guarded at the entrance by 
a large and dangerous rock which lies on 
a line with Ca])0 Beale, the entrance to 
Barclay Sound. On approaching the light- 
house is seen perched on a small island at 
the base of wdiiehare two entrances which 
can bo used at high lido by caimes, and 
rightly named Hell'a G.ite. .-Vbniu three 
miles north of the lighthuuse Dodger's 
Cove and trading post are h.catedaiid 
furnish excellent shelter for schooners. 
Six miles from tho entranco to tho auund 
wo arrive at Bamfiold Creek, fainnus 111 
history as having been staked jtf by gov- 
eriiinont ofiicorsaa the future termiiiiis of 
the Cmadian Pacific raiKvay. Its pro- 
moters, however, finding more hemlock 
than prairie postponed the location of a 
townaite indetinitoly. Wo next arrive at 
Copjier Island, opposite to which can bo 
soon the Sarita river and the largo valley 
of good arable land reserved for future 
onerationa of Indians . Beyond thia lies 
tlie trading post of Eola and an Indian 
mission. 

It should have been stated that a raiich- 
oria is located between the lighthouse and 
liamfield Creek, the distance through to 
Pii.clieiia Bay at that jiiiint being about 
four and a half miles by Indian trail. 
There is alao a good trail friun Baiiilield 
Ci'cek t.i the liglitlii.nse, which is used in 
very rough weather. F'roin I'^^ole there 
is nothing worthy of note beyond the 
rugged and picturesque wild beauty of 
the mountain scenery, which being inter 
.spersed by snow tupped neaks, lenders it 
a grand and chanuiiig paiior;inia. If yon 
seek chuiigo intermingled with awe in- 
spiring gruiideur go west to where tho 
sea iilimmt cuts tlie i.sluiid in two mid the 
niouutaiiis aay, "So far and no further 
shall tlion "o. "

It is said the I'.iupi ror is ^n'atly en- 
gaged over this decline in the military 
orgaDization. lie is iiielined to at- 
tribute it mai;ily to the negligenec of 
officers to whom he has entrusted thi' 
care of the (.iermanv aruiy. It is he- 
lieved that a thorough alul s]ieedy re- 
organization of the liiiiierial stall' will 
be at one set on foot.

The thermoiiiettr in Toulon to day 
registered 50 degrees in the shade and 
the city presents a most mournful ap- 
pearance.

The church doors were broken down, 
the bell rung, and then a luob of [lea- 
sants, armed wiih guns, knives ami 
sticks, ran toward the convent to Imrn 
it, anti were with difficulty dispersed by 
carbineers.
